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Lentinus edodes (Berk.) Sing., in Mycologia 33: 447 (1941) et Agaricales ed. 
1: 279 (1949) et ed. 2: 176 (1962). 

Pileus 2.5-8 cm. orbicular, flesh thin, margin slightly sinuate, curved, tomentose 
when young, then smooth, thin, entire; surface smooth, viscid, destitute of scales, 
brown (Cinnamon rufous -Hazel), darker at center, not cracked. Gills dense narrow 
sinuate, white, changing purplish brown after maturity, edge entire or minutely 
serrate. Stalk central or subeccentric, slender 6-7 X25-35 mm., purplish brown, 
upward paler and smooth. Hyphae of pileus and gills 6-18 thick, somewhat 
thick-walled with clamp. Hymenial formation irregular. Basidia clavate 17-20x 
4-5//, with 1, 2, 4 sterigmata. Basidiospores ovoid or ellipsoid, 4.5-5.5 x3-3.5 //. 

Hab. On branch of Quercus sp. among moss forest, Kambarangoh Wireless 
Station (2,100 m. alt.), Mt. Kinabalu, N. Borneo (Y. Kobayasi, April 30, 1966). 

Compared with Japanese wild and cultivated shiitake, this tropical strain has 
such characteristics as thin flesh, slender stalk and not scaly surface.
